DODGING THE QUESTION. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


The Gazette is assuming the role of 


"Artful Dodger" on the silver question. 
It has maintained a studied silence on 
the financial plank of the Ohio Republi- 
can platform, which endorsed the Sher- 
man Commodity Act of last July, and it 
said the Ohio Democrats straddled the 
money question. 
When shown by the 


JOURNAL that Major McKinley, the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor, fully 
understood the financial plank of tho 
Democratic platform, and that it meant 
free coinage of gold and silver, the Ga- 
zette, without attempting to explain its 
position, says "we would bo a little bet- 
ter plea-ied if the JOURNAL would quote 
us correctly." 


As the JOURNAL has no disposition to 


misrepresent or misquote the Gazette, it 
gives the plank of the Ohio Democratic 
platform, which appeared in tho Ga- 
zette's own columns, and which is as fol- 
lows : 


"We denounce the demonetization of 


silver in 1873 by tho party then in power 
as an iniquitous alteration of the money 
standard 
in favor 
of 
creditors and 


against debtors, taxpayers and producers 
and which, by shutting oft' one source of 
supply of primary money, operates con- 
tinually to increase the value of gold, 
depress prices, hamper industry and dis- 
parage enterprise; anil wo demand the 
reinstatement of the constitutional stan- 
dard of both gold and silver, with equal 
rights, each to free and unlimited coin- 
age." 


Tho exact language of tho Gazette in 


commenting on this plank in its issue of 
July 16, is as follows: 


"Just what tha Ohio Democrats mean, 


it is hard for us liviug at this distance to 
comprehend. 
The platform adopted a 


string of abuses of the Republicans and 
the Administration with tho billion dol 
lar Congress occupying a front seat, but 
they dodge every question but the tariff'." 


The Gazette, if it understands plain 


English, knows that the financial ptauk 
is as outspoken for free coinage us it 
could be made, in fact it was drafted by 
A. J. Warner of the National Silver Com- 
mittee, one of the firmest friends of sil- 
ver and one of the most persistent advo 
catcs of free coinage, yet the Gazette 
says the money resolution which he drew 
and which was adopted by tho conven- 
tion as above quoted, "dodges'1 the queS' 
tiou. 


There has not been a lino in the Ga 


/otto in condemnation of tho Sherman 
plank of the Republican platform o 
Ohio, while it has repeatedly encleavorec 
to make it appear tliat the Ohio Demo 
cratic platform dodges the silver ques 
tion. 


Tho free coinage question concerns the 


people of Nevada far moie than any 
other issue upon which political parties 
are now divided, as the prosperity of the 
State depends to a great extent upon its 
solution. The JOURNAL places the pros 
perity of the State above paity success 
and will not support a party opposed to 
tho full roraonetization of silver. 
If the 


Gazette and other Republican papers wil 
say as much, stand by their declaration 
and let Harrison and all other gold bug 
candidates for the Presidency understam 
that only a free coinage maa can get Ih 
electoral vote of Nevada silver will b 
remonetized within a year. 
On the 


other hand, pretending to favor free coin 
ago and at the same time defending and 
upholding ix gold buy Administration a 
many Nevada papers do, has no effect a 
Washington as it deceives none but th 
most unsophisticated.

THE COLLISION AT CLA.KKS, 


An Inquest Held on the Body of the 


Tramp. 


The collision at Clarks Station at 11 


o'clock Saturday night, a report of which 
appeared in the JOUKNAL Sanday morning, 
resulted in injuring Engineer Henry MSB- 
urctte and Fireman Sam Einkead of the 
west-bound train, besides killing a tramp 
and bruising one of three colored boys who 
were riding on tho pilot of the west-bound 
engine. 


Coroner Fears hold an inquest on the 


body of the tramp yesterday. The train- 
men of both trains were examined as wit- 
nesses, and all tho fasts having any bearing 
on the case were brought out. It was 
shown that the east-bound train had 
reached the switch at Clarks station and 
bad stopped on tho main track but did not 
have time to side track before the west- 
bound train came along on time, and ran 
into the engine of the standing train. 
Engineer Masnretta of tho •west-bound 
train saw the head light of the east-bound 
train and believing it was side tracked did 
tot stop in time to* prevent a collision. 
He remained at bis post and narrowly 
escaped death. 
His fireman, Sam Kin- 


keic), jumped from the engine and was 
badly bruised. The tramp was supposed 
to be riding between the baggage and the 
postal ear and was crushed to deatb. 
Neither of the engines nor any of the cars 
left the ttaok. 


The Coroner's jury found that the tramp, 


whose name cannot be ascertained, was 
killed by an accident at Clarka Station at 
11 o'clock P. M., July 13th, 1891. It bas 
been the custom for the east-bound ex- 
press to side track at Clarks while the 
west-bound train passed. Saturday night 
Engineer Masnrette, who was a new man 
on the passenger taain, thought the east- 
bound train was side tracked, hence the 
accident which almost cost him his life.

"Upon motion it was ordered that M 


J. Cartis be and is employed to construe 
a I ridge across Steamboat Creek neo 
Steamboat Springs, said ^Curtis to famish 
all the marurial needed in the construction 
of tho bridge in accordance with plans thi 
day filed with the Board for the sum o 
$497 50." 


At the nest meeting (see page 564 of thi 


records) Curtis presented his claim fo: 
building the bridge, and was allowed 
the sum of $506 25, 
Here is a small dif 


ference of $18 75 between the contrac 
price and the amount paid. Bat this is 
not the main point. Almost by acciden 
the committee heard that the County Com 
missioners had supplied a part of the ma 
terial, 
At the Reno Lumber Yard we 


found that the Chairman of the Board had 
bought and had charged to Washoe county 
forty-two 
planks, 
which cost $42 00 


This lumber wes sent to Curtis. 
When 


the bill was made out against the county i 
was endorsed, "correct; John Douglas,' 
and allowed the Lumber Company, who 
did not knew anything of the job. Hex 
we found that one of the members of the 
Board had bought of Messrs. Folsom & 
Wells 
five 
barrels of cement, coating 


$37 50, which was also seat to Curtis 
The bill was duly made out against the 
county, duly certified as being "correct,1 


allowed and paid. Then there were soon 
o(b*r items of like nature, but I have no 
memorandum of them. But here it will b 
seen that the bridge cost Washoe county a 
least $586 35, where a number of other 
builders would have done the work, al 
complete, for less than $400. 
Upon thi 


showing, and the additional facts that tl_e 
contractor stated to a number of reliabli 
citizens that he was awarded the oontrac 
upoa agreeing with Mr. MoLaaghlin, one 
of the County Commissioners, that all th 
supplies should be bought of the "corne 
store," and the further assertion made 
by said Curtis when rallied by a tax 
payer about bis extravagant bills agaius 
the county that he was obliged to charge 
bills as be had to divide—whereupon the 
Grand Jury found and reported: 


"That A majority ol the Board of County 


Commissioners, to wit: Hymers and Me- 
Langhlin, did conspire together with one 
M. J. Curtis, a citizen, in tha construction 
of the Crane bridge whereby the law gov- 
erning tne letting of contracts was soughl 
to be evaded, and in fact was evaded and 
set at naught in order to give the contracl 
to a favored o'pplicant. That as a result ol 
such evasion and favoritism the cost of

Slioes Find Their Mateg, 


A Tory remarkable shos etory has been 


brought to light. About four years ago 
Dosser Bros, bought a stock of shoes 
from Ziegler Bros., in Philadelphia, 
and some time after the shoes had ar- 
rived they discovered a box that con- 
tained two shoes that were both for the 
same foot. 
They supposed that some 


one had got the wrong shoes and would 
find it out and return them and correct 
tho mistake, but this -was not done, and 
the shoes were marked odd and put back 
on the shelf, whore they remained for a 
long time. 


About two years ago Mrs. S. S. Lut- 


rcll civme to this place from Washington, 
bringing with her a pair of Ziegler 
shoes purchased in that place. On her 
arrival she discovered that she had two 
shoes for the same foot, and the distance 
being too groat for her to send them 
bad: she left them with R. M. May, of 
this place. The odd shoes had been in 
Mr. May's store for about two years 
when last week his wife decided that 
she would try to wear them, and finding 
she could not use them gave them to 
Mrs. A. J. Patterson, who brought them 
to Dosser Bros., thinking they might 
send them to tho factory and have them 
mated. They examined the shoes and 
recognized them as being the identical 
pattern of the odd shoes they had in 
stock, when a further investigation 
proved that they were the same lot, 
number, and corresponded in every par- 
ticular. 


Theso shoes had been manufactured in 


Philadelphia—one lot shipped to Wash- 
ington city, the other to Jonesboro, and 
after four years' time the shoes were 
mated, having been shipped in different 
directions and about 000 miles apart.— 
Jonesboro (Tenn.) Herald. 


A IJlg Stick of Timber. 


Colonel D. Soper, a member of a Chi- 


cago lumber firm, was sent out to this 
coast about four weeks ago by a promi- 
nent brewing company to obtain, if pos- 
sible, a stick of timber over 100 feet long 
and 4 feet square. After spending some 
little time in prospecting, he finally found 
a tree in Shoqnahnee valley, in Wash- 
ington, which filled the bill.

$100 
and the tarpaulin to cover it cost 


$100,
